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ABSTRACT 

A partial inhibitor of factor VIII such as a monoclonal antibody is useful 
for preventing and/or treating a disease selected from the group consisting of 
systemic inflammatory response syndrome, sepsis, septic shock, thrombus 
formation in the micro-vasculature and disseminated intravascular 
coagulation in a mammal by partially inhibiting thrombin formation.
